We stood third in ulation amoi 
the Territories in 1850, having the 
11,380 people; in 1860, we still occu- 
pied the third position, with 40,27 
persons ; ‘in 1870, we had attained to 
the second rank, with 88,786 persons ; 
in March, 1872, we stand at the heed, 
with a population of 106,000. We 
have mountains of silver, and streams 
whose beds are bespangled with shin- 
ing gold; and you know how eagerly 
population seeks these attractive prizes. 
A well-informed California journal 
estimates Utah’s population in 1876 at 
500,000. It wontd not surprise me if 
it exoeeded it. So far as Utah herself
